There are many ways to reach 
the Fair once you arpive in New 
York City. You*an follow the 
brightly«@6lored~signs scattered 
throughout, the city, you can go 
to Times Square and\take a sub- 
way for 15c or even take a hel- 
icopter for $8.00 per person. 

Admission to the Fair grounds 
is $2.00 for adults) and $1.00 for 
children. Upon entering the Fair 
grounds, all ‘the studious ‘boys 
and girls head for the’ Hall of 
Education.“Here~are: portrayed 
the school of tomorrow and the 
teaching methods of yesterday, 
today, and tomorrow. (Adm. 
free) 

Just down the street from the 
Hall of Education is the Festi- 
val of Gas, where you can visit 
the “Fun House of the Future.” 
The trip through the Fun House 
is designed to last about ten 
minutes, but I noticed one lady 
who made it in less than two 
minutes! (Adm. free) 

Next door is the DuPont Chem- 
istry display. Here are shown 
feats of wizardry from the time 
of the ancient Greeks to the 
modern day. 

Further down the park is the 
Unisphere, a 940,000 pound, 
stainless steel replica of the 
earth. Because of its uneven 
distribution of weight, due to the 
land ‘bodies, the structure re- 
quired the solution of mathema- 
tical problems so complex that 
without high-speed computer 
planning, the Unisphere would 
have taken ten years to build. 

At the far end of the Fair 
grounds is the Ford Rotunda. 
Here you will find scale models 
of historic settings; huge figures 
of animated dinosaurs; displays

of the latest wonders of science 
and of course Ford-built cars of 
all kinds, antiques, new, experi- 
mental, and foreign made. (Adm. 
free.) 

Close by is the Underground 
World Home, which is supposed 
to be the home of the future. It 
is constructed to protect against 
fire, hurricane, tornado, and ra- 
diation fallout. The only thing 
it does not protect against is 
gophers. (Adm. $1.00.) 

Across the street is where 
Sinclair Motors has reconstruc- 
ted life as it existed 165 million 
years ago. Here you will find 
life-size dinosaur replicas. (Adm. 
free) 

In this same area are many 
amusements, such as the Mono- 
rail (Adm. 80c), the Log Flume 
Ride (Adm. $1.00), the Aerial 
Tower Ride (Adm. $1.00), the 
Jagcopter Ride (Adm. $1.00), 
and many others. 

Before leaving the Fair, every- 
one should make it a point to 
see Walter’s International Wax 
Museum. Here you will see life- 
like figures of President Ken- 
nedy, The Last Supper, the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, My Fair Lady, the 
Court of Louis XV, and many 
more. (Adm. $1.00) 

In summary, about 80% of the 
exhibits are free to the public, 
but to date only 75-80% of the 
Fair is in operation.

Merrimack -Col- 
lege was preferred by two re- 
spondents. Some nineteen fe- 
male scholars in the ‘business 
and liberal arts programs at the 
college plan to get some kind of 
employment or to get married. 

Thirteen men in the liberal 
arts and business courses at 
NECC definitely plan to enter 
an occupation upon graduation. 
The prospect of marriage ap- 
‘pealed to only eight male senior 
class members. 

While the information gath- 
ered iby the poll was not defin- 
itely conclusive, it does point 
up the fact that Northern Essex 
Community College has inspired 
its competent students to a more 
‘expansive college career and has 
fulfilled it purpose of preparing 
students of the community for 
bigger and better employment 
opportunities.

A great deal of attention 
was paid to Article Vi. which 
defined the powers. and “duties 
of the Student™Couneil, After 
much discussion, it was felt that 
the role of the Student” Council 
had been clearly defined:
